A s the result of an acute attack o f 
pneumonia, Gebrge West Croft 
Kirby, 
for the past nine years a citizen of 
Covina, died last Monday at his homo 
on

road. 
The 
funeral w a s held Wednesday afternoon 
from the W. Q. Custer undertaking par­ 
lors on Citrus avenue. 
Rev. Chauncey 
Foreman, 
pastor of the 
Presbyterian 
church, 
officiated. 
, The 
pall-bearers 
were S. S. Wellington; Max Loonhnrdt, 
Jerome Reynolds, C. L. Hulco, W. B. 
Broadwell, and J. L. Matthews. 


Mr. Kirby w a s 72 years of age, and 
for the past three years has been most 
of the time confined to his home, on 
account of illness. 


Mr. Kirby wns well 
read in every 
department of science, and was n geol­ 
ogist of repute. 
He was a native of 
Yorkshire, England, coming to America 
with his parents at an early age. H i s 
father w a s lord high sheriff of York­ 
shire. 
He resigned his position, 
for­ 
sook his wealth, and moved with his 
family to America rather than sign-tho 
death 
warrant of a woman who had 
been condemned to death by an English 
court. 


When a young man, Mr. Kirby was 
a school tcachor, and later a professor 
of ( mathematics in an Illinois college. 
H e w a s especially brilliant in this Held 
of study.

Mr. K i n g is very well known to m a n y 
ranchers here, not only for his work in 
the head selling office, b u t because of 
the fact that, as h e said in opening his 
remarks, h e started h i s education in 
the orange business in Covina as man­ 
ager of t h e local exchange. H e said i t 
was an indication of t h e soundness of 
the business jn t h e Covina valley t h a t 
he w a s able to 
recognize 
so 
m a n y 
ranchers j n t h e m e e t i n g w h o were own 
ing groves here twelve y e a r s ago when 
he w a s actively a t work in this valley. 


The speaker h a d something 
forceful 
to say about t h e necessity of control 
ling b r o w n rot. One orange 
afflicted 
with 
brown rot will in turn rot 25 
more while in transit, h e said, and it 
must be borne in m i n d t h a t , aside from 
the loss of these oranges, i t costs about 
$1.50 per box to ship end sell t h e box 
of 
oranges, a n d t h a t t h e entire 
con­ 
tents, good a n d b a d alike, a r e depre­ 
ciated in value. 
He said t h a t 
several 
associations had reversed 
their 
meth­ 
ods in t h e past year, a n d instead of 
picking tho bottoms of t h e trees 
first 
were leaving the b o t t o m s until t h e w e t 
weather w a s past, a n d then 
picking 
them under more favorable conditions. 


Tho val<jncia market haB come to be 
very 
Btrongly intrenched 
during the 
last year, he said. H e pointed out that 
through tho rapidly-increasing acreage, 
California will i n a J e w years b e ship- 
ping 25,000 cars of valencias as; against 
0,oo6 cars this year.

" T h e e s t i m a t e s show that the great­ 
e s t ' c r o p of all k i n d s of oranges and 
lemons t h a t the state h a s ever produced 
will bo ready to b e placed on tho mar­ 
k e t d u r i n g t h e coming y e a r , " M r . K i n g 
stated. 
This is based on tho estimates 
furnished the F r u i t G r o w e r s ' E x c h a n g e 
by tho m a n a g e r s of t h o 171 associa­ 
tions in t h e exchange, w h o in turn got 
their 
estimates from 
conferring 
with 
ndividual ranchers. 
This 
great 
crop 
s contingent upon w e a t h e r 
conditions 
icing favorable 
d u r i n g t h e next 
four 
or five months. 


The great 
increase in crop, due to 
increasing production a n d acreage, is 
not t o b e greatly reduced b y tho un­ 
fortunate 
w e a t h e r "conditions 
already 
experienced in tho San Joaquin valley, 
ho said. 
None of t h e fruit in tho mid- 
lie part of tho s t a t e which was* dam­ 
aged, b y cold w e a t h e r will b e shipped 
under the Sunkist b r a n d , ho said.

decision was arrived a t voluntarily b y

growers

of tho Sunkist 
b r a n d is of moro value to them

N a v e l s generally go i n t o the east 
when i t i s cold, and if t h e w e a t h e r is 
intensely cold, there is no opportunity

T h e mar­ 
k e t will drop fifty per cent in consump­ 
tion 
under 
such 
conditions.

K i n g 
said

t h e value of citrus

into 
consideration t h a t if he b e g i n s t o pick 
and ship on t h e strength of t h e mar­ 
ket, h i s fruit ennnot arrive a t t h e mar­ 
k e t for t w o weeks, when i t is quite 
possible 
t h a t t h e m a r k e t 
will 
have 
b r o k e n . 
A n d when 
seven 
or

thousand ranchers all g e t t h e idea of 
shipping a t t h e same time, t h e m a r k e t 
is sure to break. H e has never seen it

a n y failing of theirs, but to the n a t u r e 
of the work, 
whose 
chief 
c o m m a n d s 
o n t h e inspectors were t o look intelli­ 
gent, m a i n t a i n t h e d i g n i t y of. t h e gov­ 
e r n m e n t , a n d d r a w their pay. 
Besides 
these qualifications, each inspector w a s 
supposed t o h a v e a thorough 
know­ 
ledge of t h e channel, i t s w i d t h s a n d 
d e p t h s , t o inspect t h e dredges, 
super­ 
vise t h e d u m p i n g of t h e dredging ma­ 
terial, a n d submit a daily report t o t h e 
h e a d inspector. 


W h e n off d u t y t h e inspectors lived a t 
W a t e r t o w n , i n q u a r t e r s 
provided for 
t h e m b y t h e H a w a i i a n D r e d g i n g Com­ 
p a n y , a n d a t e their meals a t a restau­ 
rant conducted b y Chinese. 
While on 
d u t y t h e y slept a n d a t e on t h e dredges, 
•Which w e r e 
located 
from 
one-half to 
t w o miles from shore, in the channel. 


T h e 
i n s p e c t o r s ' hours 
were so ar­ 
r a n g e d t h a t every second d a y w e h a d 
t h i r t y - t w o hoars off, a n d these w e de­ 
v o t e d t o various forms of recreation. 
I n addition to r e n o v a t i n g a n old sail­ 
i n g 
b o a t 
which we resurrected 
from 
the h a r b o r of Honolulu, we w e n t swim­ 
m i n g off t h e pontoon 
lines on t h e 
dredges, 
h u n t i n g on t h e g o v e r n m e n t 
reserve, or a t t e n d i n g n a t i v e luaus on 
the beach. T h e most interesting diver­ 
sion w a s s h a r k 
fishing. W e always h a d 
a line o u t from each dredge in quest 
of b o t h hammer-head a n d man-eating 
s h a r k s . 
On one occasion one of t h e 
crew, observing t h a t a line w a s being 
j e r k e d , u t t e r e d a cry of " S h a r k ! " a n d 
in a m o m e n t w e were all on deck, pull--| 
i n g in t h e rope t o l a n d our catch. On 
the end of t h e line w a s a ten-foot man- 
e a t i n g shark, a n d as w e got t h e mon­ 
ster alongside t h e dredge one of t h e 
H a w a i i a n s , a n expert 
swimmer, 
dove 
off t h e deck a n d proceeded to tie a 
r o p e around t h e body of t h e fish to 
enable u s to hoist him aboard. T h e 
s h a r k 
struggled .and whipped 
about 
•with his tail to such a n extent t h a t tho 
n a t i v e w a s unable t o m a n i p u l a t e t h e 
r o p e 
w i t h o n e hand, his other 
being 
employed in an effort t o restrain t h e 
m o v e m e n t s of t h e b i g creature. 
After 
s e v e r a l vain a t t e m p t s to tie on the rope 
t h e H a w a i i a n held t h e tail of t h e shark 
b e t w e e n h i s teeth, a n d thus, with t h e 
use of b o t h 
h a n d s , 
placed tho line 
a r o u n d t h e s h a r k ' s stomaph, and he was 
raised on deck. I n the course of a few 
h o u r s t h e captain of t h e dredge w a s 
t h e proud possessor of a novel w a l k i n g 
stick, m a d e from t h e circular bone of 
the s h a r e ' s spinal column.

A f t e r a couple of months ns inspect- i 
ors, Richardson a n d I had n few dol- j 
l a r s in o u r pockets, a n d feeling r a t h e r I 
reckless, one d a y decided to p u r c h a s e ' 
some sugar stock in the hopo of " r n a k - : 
i n g a s t a k e , " a n d thus being enabled to

dollars a share. I n order to do this w e 
h a d t o borrow one h u n d r e d a n d fifty 
dollars 
each 
from a Honolulu 
b a n k . 
While we were building castles in t h e 
air concerning t h e b i g pile we were 
going to m a k e , a slump in t h e m a r k e t 
occurred a n d our shares dropped six 
points. 
W i t h t h e drop of o u r stocks 
came a drop i n our hopes, a n d w e could 
picture our e a r n i n g s of the past m o n t h s 
v a n i s h i n g as w e stood helplessly b y . 
W e 
concluded 
t h a t if there w a s n o 
other w a y o u t of our 
financial 
difficul­ 
ties, w e could a t least s t a y on t h e ' j o b 
a n d e a r n w h a t we h a d lost. I n addition 
t o o u r losses on h i g h 
finance, I h a d , 
either o u t of t h e goodness of m y h e a r t 
or because I w a s a n ' ' easy m a r k , ' ' lent 
over t w o hundred dollars to acquaint­ 
ances w h o h a d p u t u p tales 
o f ' h a r d 
luck. 
W i t h our finances in this 
s t a t e 
our t r i p for t h e preoent b e g a n to look 
s o m e w h a t 
dubious. 
However, 
every­ 
t h i n g t u r n e d out all right and we climb­ 
ed out of our financial tangle w i t h pro­ 
fit. D u r i n g t h e last w e e k of our s t a y 
in H a w a i i our sugar 
stock 
gradually 
raised t o t w o points higher t h a n tho 
figure 
at which we purchased them a n d 
I collected every cent of m y loans. 


W e h a d now been a t Pearl 
h a r b o r 
several months, a n d were anxious to be 
moving, so w e s t a r t e d a vigorous cam­ 
p a i g n to g e t a w a y . Honolulu is simply 
a port of call, a n d crews a r e n o t m a d e 
up there, a n d for this reason i t is a 
poor place i n which t o b e stranded, for 
i t is n e x t t o impossible t o sign a sail r 
on a n y ship. 
W h e n off d u t y a t P e a r l 
h a r b o r we w e n t t o Honolulu a n d can­ 
vassed all t h e likely looking vessels for 
passage either to Australia or t h e Or­ 
ient. T h e reception wo received a t t h o 
h a n d s of t h e c a p t a i n s a n d stewards 
varied from t h e painfully courteous t o 
t h e curt a n d brutal. The skipper of the 
U n i t e d S t a t e s a r m y transport took us 
into his cabin, told us stories, gave tis 
a drink, b u t true t o his duty, 
refused 
to give us a lift across the Pacific. T h e 
chief s t e w a r d of a Pacific m a i l liner, 
w h o m 
w e u n f o r t u n a t e l y 
c a u g h t t e n 
m i n u t e s before t h e b o a t sailed, a b u s y 
t i m e ' f o r a commissariat chief, disposed 
of UB i n short order. Seeing a m a n who 
filled-the 
description given.UB) I hailed' 
.Kim a s h u r r i e d l y 
ascended;'fhe'gang-; 
v^yv»jii1(»i£ei-^Kmi#''^^M>f- • *''•"?.:•.-.?•:<• 
" A r e you t h e chief s t e w a r d t " 
* 
" Y e p ; 
w h a t do you w a n t t "

" N o , sir, only half a m i n u t e . " 
" W h a t a r e t h e chances for t w o of 
us t o g e t a j o b ! " 


" N o n e ; I have h a d enough of fel­ 
lows like you. Get off t h e g a n g w a y 
before I h a v e y o u k i c k e d off," a n d h e 
beckoned to several deckhands to en­ 
force his throat. 
There w a s nothing 
else to do, so t h e t w o of us w i t h d r e w 
amid t h e laughter of t h e people on t h o 
pier, w h o witnessed t h e dialogue. W e 
retired t o t h o opposite 
side of t h e 
wharf, w h e r e w o s a t down, smoked a 
cigarette, a n d talked t h e m a t t e r over. 
W e felt considerably subdued. 


W e wore novices a t the game of pro­ 
curing maritime jobs, and t h e old sea- 
dogs with whom wo h a d to deal with 
know it, b u t we concluded that the only 
w a y t o get experience was to persevere. 
W e h a d started the t r i p as tramps, a n d 
now for t h e first time we realized t h a t 
we actually were t r a m p s ; b u t we al­ 
w a y s clung to t h e idea t h a t we were 
of t h e refined variety. 


Our next 
a t t e m p t toward 
o b t a i n i n g 
passage w a s on a British 
t r a m p 
coal 
steamer plying between Honolulu a n d 
Australia. I was especially eager to go 
to S y d n e y 
because a friend of mine 
t o u r i n g tho southern continent had pro­ 
cured a job for me with a draying com­ 
p a n y in t h a t city. T h e British 
t r a m p 
was t o b e painted on her return t o 
A u s t r a l i a a n d a s men were 
needed, 
Bichardson a n d I were signed on, and 
our duties outlined. 
T h e y consisted of 
k n o c k i n g off tho old paint on tho side 
of the ship for twenty-one days. T h e 
skipper informed us t h a t t h e boat w a s 
to g e t under w a y t h e following 
after­ 
noon, a n d t h a t we ought to report for 
d u t y in the morning. W e were on hand 
the next day, b u t only t o be disappoint- 
eo, for there w a s n o ship to be found. 
W e learned t h a t it h a d received orders 
to sail a t once for Seattlo, and had left 
at 
midnight. 


W e were now left in t h e lurch. W e 
had 
tendered our resignation to t h e 
secretary of the n a v y a n d had severed 
our connections w i t h t h e P e a r l 
h a r b o r 
operations. There w a s no vessel going 
east upon which there was the remotest 
chance of g e t t i n g a j o b . 
Although we 
felt rather opulent after several months 
work a s inspectors, we were 
reluctant 
to look up t h e rates to Yokohama on 
t h e regular liners, b u t finally decided 
to 
(]<> 
H O . We found that on the follow­ 
ing d a y t h e Asia, 
an 
intermediate 
steamer of the Pacific Mail .Steamship 
Company, was due from Han Francisco 
enroute for J a p n n , and that t h e fare 
was seventy-five 
dollars. 
This w a s a 
huge sum t o p a r t with a t one blow, b u t 
when compared 
with t h e regular 
flrst- 
cdnss fare of one hundred and fifty dol­ 


lars on t h e large boats it looked liko a 
saving. W e also 
figured out t h a t b y 
t h e time w e had spent several months 
floundering 
around Australia, in spite 
of the money saved in g e t t i n g there, we 
should a r r i v e in Manila one hundred 
dollars o u t . Accordingly, we decided 
t o go b y t h e Asia t o Y o k o h a m a . 


W e h a d spent a number of weeks in 
g e t t i n g our baggage together a n d had 
reduced i t t o a scientific minimum. W e 
agreed t o t a k e only a suit case a n d a 
small 
h a n d b a g 
each. 
I n addition t o 
these, 
Bichardson w a s t o b r i n g h i s 
camera. 


W e closed our affairs in Honolulu, 
put our money into t r a v e l e r s ' checks, 
a t e a f e w farewell meals, d r a n k a f e w 
farewell toasts, a n d were in readiness 
to d e p a r t . T h e Asia w a s scheduled t o 
leave a t five in t h e afternoon. 


I w a s on t h e pier a f e w minutes be­ 
fore t h e appointed time, b u t thoro w a s 
n o 
Richardson. 
F i v e 
m i n u t e s t o five 
Richardson h a d not arrived. 
Four, 
three, two, a n d one m i n u t e to 
five—and 
Richardson w a s nowhere t o b e found. 
F i v e o'clock came, b u t no Richardson. 
The lines of t h e ship were being loosen­ 
ed from tho pier. I w a s on board, af­ 
ter 
h a v i n g m a d e 
a r r a n g e m e n t s 
with 
some of t h e n a v y m e n t o b r i n g Rich­ 
ardson o u t to t h e Asia in a launch, 
while she w a s t u r n i n g i n t h e stream, 
or, if h e came too late, to tell him t o 
meet me in Yokohama. A t two minutes 
after five o'clock, j u s t as the ship w a s 
g e t t i n g 
under w a y , t h e missing m a n 
came r u n n i n g down t h e wharf, 
armed 
w i t h a suitcase, a small leather bug, a 
camera, a r a i n coat, a n d half a dozen 
small bundles. 


T h e gang-plank w a s lowered a n d he 
came aboard, while a handful of friends 
placed several H a w a i i a n leis nbout our 
necks. 


T h e b a n d played a farewell, t h e ship 
got under way, a n d w e began the. sec­ 
ond stage of our trip, w i t h sevon hun­ 
dred dollars each in our pockets.

llusiness is being done cheaper in Eng­ 
land 
and Germany 
today, with the 
sumo amount of goods being bundled. 
Those countries never have used the 
number of " personul contact" 
111*11 
that are used in the United States, but 
even these are now in the trenches or 
ammunition factories, und goods aro 
shipped from one end of the country to 
the other on standard, not on suspicion, 
and not accompanied 
by a 
special 
pleader. 


The high cost of living has a valua­ 
ble ally in the business drummer who 
"forces trade." The people are hyp­ 
notized into buying things that cannot 
be resold, or in the lust analysis, are 
sold to consumers who cannot consume 
or should not consume. 
Every useless 
thing sold (and any article not needed 
is useless, for it is in the wrong huuds) 
mukes the cost of all things, useless 
und valuable, higher than they should 
be. 


The country is suffering'from 
false 
appetites. 
You can never make the 
pour more comfortable and happy; you 
can never wipe out drunkenness and 
gluttony, until you cool the fever from 
our methods of doing business, which 
means our modes of living. 


The United States will never possess 
a business man until someone begins to 
sell nevessities for their intrinsic value, 
plus u reasonable profit, l'erhups some 
day the-peculiar kecuiiess of the Amer­ 


ican people will be turned feverishly to 
the business of selling things to each 
other for real and physical 
values. 
Whatever we do we will always do it 
with intensity. It is certain that this 
year 1910 is fraught with danger and 
suffering for those who must cat and 
wear clothes, and the situation can 
gather no comfort through the depress­ 
ing fact that it is unwarranted and 
senseless.

It has been three 
years when gray hairs have accumulat­ 
ed rapidly. 
No man or woman who 
has not lived in a citrus community 
tho yiast threo years can realize the 
oxtcnt of this strain to all that have 
been directly or indirectly 
connected 
with tho industry. With this last sea­ 
son '» crop marketed at a good profit; 
the heaviest part of t|ie stmjn is over. 


There '. is nothing mysterious' about 
good and bad times. They'BTO physical 
instead of psycological, President Wil­ 
son to tho contrary. 
Loss of a .crop 
and loss of a confidence in tho quality 
of succeeding crops Is a physical con­ 
dition that must be fought out dog­ 
gedly until overcome. 
Tightness of 
money is physical, in that the financiers 
withhohnnoney because of a physical 
condition in the country, nn unwilling­ 
ness to invest -during a physically un­ 
stable government. 


One of the bravest fights tho citrus 
industry has over known is drawing to 
a close. Tho growers havo rejuvenated 
their orchards through intelligent co­ 
operation with nature. They have held 
the trenches until tho battle has turned 
in their favor. 


Many times the newspapers have tried 
to say cheerful things about tho citrus 
industry in the past throe years, but 
lucking tho facts that havo real punch, 
they succeeded only very nominally in 
relieving tho atmosphere of strain and 
depression. 
Now, from every packing 
house in this valley tho reports aro 
available that show a very successful 
year just past. It moans an era of con 
sorvativo readjustment for the Covinn 
valley for the coming year, with every 
indication that a valuable lesson has 
been learned, and 0110 that will stand 
us in good stend in the years to come. 
One rancher said the big freeze hud 
been u good thing for the rancher, if 
not for his ranch. "God works in ninny 
devious ways, his wonders to perform."

T h e 
reason w h y there is a n y organic mat­ 
ter a t all even in t h e so-called virgin 
soils of California, is t h a t i t s process 
of leaching out and of decomposition 
w a s not so rapid in t h e d a y s 
before 
cultivation, owing to the fact t h a t t h e 
surface 
sealed 
over 
during 
tho 
dry 
months, allowing t h e 3oil to lie practi­ 
cally dormant, and also t h a t 
plant-life 
did not call upon t h e soil for subsis­ 
tence in such large quantities, and only 
for a period of about six months in the 
year. 
T h a t the expenditure of organic 
m a t t e r is multiplied m a n y times b y t h e 
k e e p i n g of a constant growth on the 
soil, especially a gross feeder like t h e 
citrus tree, a n d t h a t decomposition is 
very rapid, m a k e s it a fact t h a t the soil 
is easily and rapidly 
depicted of or­ 
ganic 
substance. 
Therefore, 
Southern 
California 
soils are at all times

cient in organic m a t t e r unless it is con

I t does not, in the 
opinion of Dr. Kelley, produce a coarse 
fruit when liberal amounts of organic 
m a t t e r is used. 
He bases his s t a t e m e n t 
on the fact t h a t the years of steady ex 
periment at Rubidoux have shown t h a t 
the fruit t a k e n from the plots 
where 
stable 
manure and cover 
crops 
were, 
consistently used, has heen " m u c h bet­ 
ter fruit in quality and in y i e l d . "

last five years, is in every w a y a corre­ 
l a t e d 
s u b j e c t — t h a t 
b a c t e r i a 
only 
t h r i v e s in a soil where there is plenty 
of organic m a t t e r and moisture. 
H i s 
observations h a v e shown him t h a t t h e 
a c t i v i t y of b a c t e r i a is i n v a r i a b l y much 
more e v i d e n t where stable m a n u r e is 
used, a n d where this is coupled with a 
moist condition a t all times. 


T h i s is merely a perpetuation of t h e 
old saying of our fathers, in 
eastern 
countries and elsewhere, t h a t ' ' where 
you find t h e angle-worms, t h e soil is in 
good c o n d i t i o n . " 
The f a t h e r 
of the 
w r i t e r of t h i s article did n o t know t h a t 
t h e r e w a s a n y such word a s bacteria, 
or t h a t a n y t h i n g existed called by t h a t 
name, b u t he invariably got busy w i t h 
h e a v y mulch in his apple orchards when 
he found t h a t , as he put it, " t h e worms 
w e r e going d o w n , " which m e a n t 
t h a t 
t h e surface w a s d r y i n g out, stopping 
t h e decomposition of organic material, 
a n d for t h a t reason, the angle-worms 
w e r e s e e k i n g a lower level, w h e r e t h e r e 
was-moisture and available feed. 


L i k e t h e premise t h a t stable manure 
furnisheB one of the b e s t forms of or­ 
ganic 
m a t t e r , t h e bacteria 
fact 
h a s 
been k n o w n for centuries. T h e worms 
serve to a e r a t e the soil, a n d they m a k e 
t h e organic m a t t e r quickly available to 
tho plant. 
Dr. Kelly 
places 
emphasis 
o n - t h e use of stable immure 
because 
this w a s t h e method of o b t a i n i n g or­ 
g a n i c m a t t e r for these particular plots, 
b u t w h e t h e r t h e same result 
shall be 
obtained 
from the use of 
bean-straw, 
various cover-crops, dry alfalfa, or all 
combined, is not particularly 
material 
in his estimation—it all depending on 
the question of what kind can be ob­ 
tained t h e easiest and cheapest, and at 
the same time give satisfaction.

T h e sceond point in importance to be 
derived from the Rubidoux experiment 
in t h e question of nitrogen.

gumes for this purpose is one t h a t the

Or­ 
anges use more nitrogen thnn cord or 
wheat, and with this fact is the em­ 
phasizing one t h a t this soil 
(Southern 
California) 
does not contain us much 
nitrogen as eastern soils—it is a limit­ 
i n g element in all this region in gen­ 
eral. 
Legumes, such a s cow-peas, al­ 
falfa, 
vetch, and tho clovers are tho 
supplying agencies to 
t h e 
California 
farmer, 
e x t r a c t i n g t h e nitrogen 
from 
the air, storing it in nodules on tho 
roots of t h e plant, a n d b y t h e process 
of decay, d i s t r i b u t i n g i t to the soil and 
thence to other 
plants. 
Green 
cover 
crops plowed under will become avail­ 
able in nitrogen vory rapidly, in fact, 
as rapidly a s t h e prepared, commercial 
nitrogen, t h e speaker declared. 


Dr. Kelly spoke of tho experimental 
plots t h a t h a d been t r e a t e d consistent­ 
ly w i t h nitrogen a s purchased—steamed 
bono, dried blood, a n d n i t r a t e of soda. 
H e made t h e positive s t a t e m e n t 
t h a t 
the plots treated with dried blood show­ 
ed 
b e t t e r 
results in every w a y than 
those t r e a t e d w i t h 
a n y of t h e other 
combinations. 


Stcumod 
bone 
alone is as good as 
steamed bone and sulphate of 
potash, 
b u t 
attention 
w a s particularly 
called 
to the b e t t e r performance of t h e dried 
blood plots. I t is more or less imma­ 
terial whether dried blood is used, or 
high or low t a n k a g e , Dr. Kelly 
said. 
T h e 
big and 
o u t s t a n d i n g 
deduction 
from 
t h e experiments is t h a t an or­ 
ganic form of nitrogen is much more to 
be desired than is n i t r a t e of soda. 


D A N G E R O U S S O D I U M

Dr. Kelly suid t h a t perhaps ho was 
ubout to say something for which he 
would be criticized, b u t t h u t he would 
make a positive s t a t e m e n t t h a t 
n i t r a t e 
of soda in a n y form or in a n y kind of 
combination, is injurious 
to the soil, 
and t h a t certain 
harm will follow its 


use. 


" I t is not the n i t r a t e t h a t does tho 
i n j u r y , " said Dr. Kelly, " b u t . it is its 
undesirable partner, the sodium, which 
m a k e s n i t r a t e of soda a t h i n g to b e 
shunned b y all f a r m e r s , " 
This state­ 
ment, as well a s all others, wus based 
on t h e results obtained in the Itubidoux 
tract, where the n i t r a t e of soda 
trees 
showed 
such 
a 
ravaged 
appearance. 
Science teaches 
us, tin; xpeuker 
said, 
t h a t where nitrate of soda is used for 
long periods, troubles invariably arise. 
F o r one thing, it drives the lime out of 
t h e soil. 
When the sodium enters, the 
lime fft.tm out—this is a demonstrated 
chemical action. 
N i t r a t e of soda is a 


good t h i n g to leave alone. T h e second 
point in importance, therefore, is t h a t 
organic nitrogen is tho t h i n g to use— 
first, 
organic 
mutter, 
such 
as 
stable 
manure and kindred manures, and or­ 
ganic 
nitrogen, 
such as is 
procured 
from dried blood, t u n k a g e , etc. 


The potash content in Southern Cali­ 
fornia soils is vory high. I t does not 
disappear scarcely a t all b y leaching. 
Many 
experiments 
have been 
carried 
on by tho university men in connection 
w i t h tho analysis of California irrigat­ 
ing waters, Dr. Kelly said, and in the 
analyses made of w a t e r all over the 
state, both 
of river 
i r r i g a t i n g 
w a t e r 
and well water, only a trace of potash 
has ever been found, showing t h u t i t s 
leaching 
tendencies 
a r e 
practically 
nothing. 
Tho California 
soils in gen­ 
eral contain a sufficient a m o u n t of pot­ 
ash, and the experiments show t h u t to 
add it in a n y form is not tiecessury. 


I t is somewhat different in t h e case 
of phosphoric acid. 
T h e total 
a m o u n t 
of 
this 
soil 
ingredient 
in 
California 
soils is not high, b u t what there is is 
highly available. 
This does not mean, 
however, t h a t we cun grow crops for­ 
ever in this state without 
replenishing 
tho soil 
with 
phosphoric 
acid. 
Corn- 
growers of t h e middle w e s t grew heavy 
crops of corn for many years 
without 
tho application of this ingredient, and 
were finally forced to use i t in fertili­ 
zer. 
T h e speaker 
said, however, 
t h a t 
tho time had not arrived in Riverside 
soils, and in soils in t h e s t a t e in gen­ 
eral, when the danger-line in this re­ 
spect h a d been reached. 


Organic 
m a t t e r 
t h u t is ulso 
highly 
nitrogenous is a very much desired kind 
of fertilizer, the speaker said. 
While 
there can only be a general 
analysis 
of 
manure*, hecuusc of the fact 
t h a t 
manures

other commodity, the speaker laid down 
a general 
and workable 
analysis 
of 
manures and their 
nitrogenous

m a n u r e at tho same time. Stable man­ 
ure is a scarce commodity the world 
over, he said. 
W h y advocate it, when 
it cannot be obtained for ullT he asked. 
And he answered 
this by saying 
t h a t 
what there is to be had should bu used, 
and with the knowledge t h u t it is tho 
host plunt-food t h a t can bo obtained. 


H e went on to say t h a t if alfalfa con­ 
tinued to show the promise t h u t It has 
in the past as an organic fertilizer, i t 
m a y well bu within tho bounds of rea­ 
son 
to predict 
t h a t 
alfalfa 
will 
b e 
grown 
particularly for tho purpose of 
supplying 
manure 
for orange 
groves, 
and t h a t this can bo done by tho grow­ 
ers themselves on cheap lnndd, either 
rented or purchased for t h a t 
purpose. 
Tt is his belief, ho said, t h a t In t h e 
event 
t h e 
experiment 
station 
could 
bring to a conclusion its beliefs con­ 
cerning alfalfa, a great increase in this 
i n d u s t r y will he seen in the state.

ZEPPELIN AIR CRAFT. 


Line 
Aluminum 
Girders 
and -Hoops 
These Monster Balloons. 


Tb% technical details In the construc­ 
tion of Zeppelin air craft are explain­ 
ed l a a Journal named the Aeroplane. 
T h e visible exterior part of the Zep­ 
pelin la merely the cloth or fabric cov­ 
ering of t h e framework, which consists 
of sixteen girders made of very 
thin 
aluminum. 
T h e girders run from end 
t o end of the ship, parallel for most of 
their length and turning 
Inward to 
m e e t o n e another a t nose tind 
tail. 
T h e cylindrical body of the Zeppelin 
m a y therefore be sold to have sixteen 
sides on account of the sixteen girders. 


T o keep these longitudinal 
girders, 
or "stringers." in position 
there are 
tbwartshlp 
girders, 
which 
run 
like 
hoops around t h e ship and act like the 
ribs 
of a b o a t 
There are generally 
about, eighteen hoop girders, spaced an 
equal distance. one from another, and 
they are braced across and across in­ 
side each hoop to the n e x t by wire 
bracing, so that they cut up the whole 
skeleton into a succession of compart­ 
ments, each of which—except the end 
compartments—has flat ends and six­ 
teen sides. 


ID each of tbeso compartments Is a 
gas bag standing ou Its edge.

idea Is that If one g a s bug springs a 
leak or Is .punctured by a 
projectile 
only that o n e bag collapses, a n d t h e 
weighting of the sblp is so arranged 
that e v e n If four or five g a s bags are 
entirely deflated those/1 bat remain will 
float the s b l p after all ballast, ammuni­ 
tion and other-nonesHentlals h a v e been 
thrown overboard.—London Standard.
